ARTIST'S BODY ON 
HIGH RIVER CLIFt 


Discovery Near Grafton Reveals 
Suicide’ or Murder Several 
Months After Occurrence. 





MAN IS NOT IDENTIFIED 


Brushes and Colors on Almost 
Inaccessible Bluff Show He 
Was. Painter. 


The body of an artist, who either had 
killed himself or been murdered, 
was found Tuesday on an almost inac- 
cessible shelf of a cliff overlooking the 
Mississippi River,. a pile and a half 
south of Grafton, Ill. An inquest will 
be held Wednesday by Coroner Bray of 
Jerseyville to determine the cause of 
Geath. . 

The cliff along the river at this point 
rises almost perpendicularly 100 feet 
from the river bank to a shelf about 30 
feet wide, and extenfs upward a sheer 
50 feet. The ground is covered with 
thick underbrush. 

George Reddick, 20 years old, a trap- 
per living ina tent on the river bank 
half a mile north of where the body was 


found, was out Tuesday afternoon set- 
ting his traps. 

In the belief that the cliff. which is 
rarely ever visited, would be a good 
trapping place, the trapper laboriously 
climbed to the shelf where at the high- 
est point, overlooking the C., P. & St. L. 
railroad tracks, 100 feet below, and near 
the edge of the precipice, he found the 
body of a man lying on the ground, The 
right arm was outstretched and a re- 
volver lay near the hand. 

Apparently the body had been there 
several months. The man’s coat was 
rolled up and formed a pillow under his 
head. The clothing was of good ma- 
terial. A square handbag contained sev- 
eral paint brushes, oil cans and colors. 

In the revolver were three empty 
cartridge shells, another had _ . been 
struck by the plunger and failed to ex- 
plode, and the hammer was cocked. No 
bullet marks or evidence of external 
violence which would lead him to sus- 
pect murder could be found by Red- 
dick. 

The artist wore a blue shirt, brown 
trousers, low-quarter black shoes size &, 
black socks, and a Stetson hat No. 6%. 
The coat was of black material. 

Reddick notified the authorities at 
Grafton and several persons went to the 
cliff late Tuesday afternoon. 

Cause of Death in Doubt. 

Opinions differ as to how the man 
reached the spot where he met his 
death. It is not believed that he fell 
from above, because the body was 
found too far from the face of the cliff. 

The body was not removed and the 
clothing was not examined to see if pa- 
pers could be found which might lead to 
identification. This was left for the 
Coroner. The Coroner and his jury will 
have to make the difficult climb to the 
shelf to view the body.

RIZZLED, a veteran cf a

Diaz himself, Gen. Victoriano 
Huerta, after the enforced retire- 
ment of the man who ruled Mex- 
ico so long, was readily accepted 
as a valuable ally by  aiadero. 
Huerta, it would appear, took the 
high ground that the will of the 
people should always direct his po- 
sition reganding the warring fac- 
tions in Mexico. 

While greatly attached to Diaz 
personally, he gave his allegiance 
to Madero and directed the Federal 
forces in the uprisings of ‘Jrozco 
and the Zapatistas and early in 
the campaign of Felix Diaz, who 
succeeded in besieging Madero in 
his own palace.

PASSAGE OF MAJOR IGASE OF BUTLER 
PUBLIC. UTILITIES | WHO KILLED YOUNG 
~ BILLIS ASSURED! WALSH REVERSED 


Unanimously Indorsed by Joint 
Conference of Democratic 
Members of Assembly. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 19.—Gov. Ma- 
jor’s public utilities bill, providing for 
drastic regulation of all‘the public serv- 
ice corporations of Missouri, was called 
for engrossment in the Senate today, 
following the unanimous indorsement of 
the bill by the joint conference of Dem- 
ccratic members of the House and Sen- 
ate. In the Democratic conference, 
which began yesterday afternoon and 
insted until 2 o’clock this morning, Sen- 
ators Lysaght of St. Joseph and Carter 
of Clark. and Representative Dumm of 
Cole County made a hard fight on the 
bill. 

Senator W. G. Busby of Carroll and 
Representative W. P. Phelps of Jasper, 
who introduced the bills, defeated the 
cpposition at every point in the long 
battle, 

The influence of Senator Reed, who 
lined up against the measure, was felt 
only slightly. Several times during the 
debate enemies of the bill attempted to 
force an adjournment. Representative 
Hay of Callaway, leader of the ‘‘dry” 
forces, finally moved that the adjourn- 
ment resolution be declared out of order. 

“T sat through the home rule caucus 
vesterday,” said Hay, “and I took my 
medicine. 

‘“‘Now I think the opponents of this bill 
ought to give everybody a chance to dis- 
cuss it. The Democratic platform de- 
clared for a public utilities bill and the 
appeal to the party spirit contributed 
largely to the administration victory. 

“The bill carries an emergency clause, 
but this was amended to make it effec- 
tive April 16. 

Pass Amendment. 

Another amendment extended the pass 
privilege to railroad bondsmen. The bill 
deals rigidly, however, with the question 
of free transporation. It forbids,an em- 
tloye of one railroad from riding free 
over another road and otherwise re- 
stricts the pass abuse. 

The steam railroad interests under the 
leadership of Martin L. Clardy, head of 
the Missouri Pacific’s lawyers, made the 
last serious opposition to the bill. 

The Burlington railroad was a fac- 
tor but its corps of attorneys who 
came to Jefferson City in a private 
car, were unable to stem the tide 
that had set in for the enactment of 
the utilities law. 

The corporation agents declared 
that the bill was more far-reaching 
than- either the Wisconsin or New 
York acts and tended to provide an 
‘unreasonable’ regulation of public 
utilities companfes. 

Gov. Major expressed gratification over 
the action of the caucus. 

‘It shows,” he said, “the Democratic 
members of the Legislature are resolved 
to carry out all the pledges in the Demo- 
‘cratic platform.” 

The commission is to consist of five 
members appointed by the Governor at 
a salary of $5500 a year each, with a sec- 
retary at $3600 and an attorney at $4500. 
Provision is made for the employment 
of expert accountants, engineers and 
clerks. 

Governor’s Plans. 

The total cost to the State, according 
to figures compiled by Gov. Major, will 
be about $50,000 a year. 

This is less than the sum required to 
maintain the Board of Railroad and 
Warehouse Commissioners, which is to 
be abolished. 

Two members of the Raflroad Board, 
John A. Knott, Democrat, and Frank 
Wightmann, Republican, are to serve on 
the Utilities Commission for four and 
two years respectively. Gov. Major says 
the other three members will be selected 
without regard to politics. 

“Tt will be my aim,” said the Gov- 
ernor, ‘‘to get the very best men pos- 
sible to carry out the work of the 
commission and it will be the most im- 
portant public work ever carried on 
in Missouri. 

‘If necessary I can choose the com- 
missioners from outside of the State. 
Ability of a very high order Wwill be 
the chief requisite to a position on the 
board.”’

HOUSE FAILS TO PASS 
ALIENS BILL OVER VETO 


Lacks Five Votes of Following 
Example of Senate on Immi- 
gration Measure. 

By Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 19.—The House 
today refused by a vote of 213 to 114 to 
pass. the Dillingham-Burnett immigra- 
tion bill over the President’s veto. Five 
votes changed from the negative to the 
affirmative would have given the two- 
thirds necessary to override the veto. 

Opposition to the measure was re- 
newed as soon as Representative Bar- 
nett of Alabama, chairman of the Im- 
migration Committee, moved that the 
till be reconsidered and passed over the 
President’s veto. Representatives Gold- 
fogle of New York and Curley of Massa- 
chusetts delayed action for two hours 
by demanding the reading of the bill, 
covering 26 printed pages, the Presi- 
dent's message and the message from 
the Senate. 

Representative Burnett, appealing to 
the House to override the veto, declared 
that Secretary of Commerce and Labor 
Nagel’s report, upon which the Presi- 
dent based his action, was “bristling 
with misinformation and misstatements.” 
. The bill, vetoed by President Taft be- 
cause it imposed a literacy test upon 
immigrants, was passed over the Presi- 
dent's veto in the Senate by a vote of 
72 to 18. 

Support of the President’s position was 
voiced by only a few Senators. Sena- 
tors Lodge and Dillingham leading the 
fight to override the President, declaring 
the measure contained so many import- 
ant provisions for the exclusion of crim- | 
inal, diseased and insane aliens that 
great harm would result to the United 
States if it did not become law.

COLOMBIA TO SUE U. S. 
ON $20,000,000 CLAIM 


Action Outgrowth of Independ- 
ence of Panama and Founded 
‘on Railroad Contract. . 

COLON, Panama, Feb. 19.~—The United 
States of Colombia is to sue the United, 
States of America for $20,000,900 for 
damages incurred through the loss of 
the Panama Ratlroad. 

The Colombian Congress has _ fust 
passed the bill authorizing the suit. It 
is to be begun in some American court. 
The Colombian claim is founded upon 
the fact that the Panama Railroad Co,, 
under its concession, paid a yearly tax 
to the Colombian Government of $280,- 
000 gold. The contract was executed in 
the year 1867, and the Colombians figure 
that but for the untimely independence 
of Panama, their Government would 
bave received this tax of $14,500,000. In- 
cluding the interest upon deferred pay- 
ments, the claim would run up to slight- 
ly more than $20,000,000.

Whether or not this will be done, depends upon 
the patriotism of the men in control, and the ac- 
tive patriotism of a majority of the Mexican peo- 
ple.

FLANGES OF CAR WHEELS. 
From the Toronto Mail and Empire. 

The Railway Commission has issued a 
circular to motive power foremen on the 
Canadian railways urging the impor- 
tance of a renewal of locomotive wheels 
before the flanges are badly worn. In- 
spectors in the service of the commis- 
son report that many locomotives on 
passenger trains have sharp flanges, in 
some cases the flanges being worn 
down below the master car bullders’ 
standard allowance gauge. Some of 
these locomotives are running on fast 
passenger trains, thus inviting much 
unnecessary rigk to the safety of hun- 
dreds of passengers. 

As a rule, when a locomotive jumps 
the track, the accident ts ascribed to 
some peculiar defect in the track, rather 
than to insufficient flanging on the loco- 
motive. It is undeniable that many sup- 
posed raf] defects are in reality the out- 
come of defective driving wheel tires. 
The Railway Age Gazette tells of 100 
rails on an Ilinois railroad being bro-

Kirk and Joe Genail Both 
Mifeaill to Take a Chance 


|Slow Fight Ends in Draw 





St. Louis Athletic Club’s Main Event Fails to Please, but 
Peppers-Dalwitz Go Develops Plenty of Action—

IGHT rounds was not enough to settle the question of supremacy between 
Oliver Kirk and Joe Genail, last night at the St. Louis Athletic Club, and 
at the end of the mill there was little to choose between them. It may be 


that Genail had a little more force behind his blows, but Kirk evened this b 


having a bit more speed and snap to his. 


It was not the clever, scientific box- 
ing bout many admirers of both men 
thought it would be and was marred by 
more clinching and holding than seemed 
necessary. It was seldom that the box- 
ers exchanged blows that they did not 
finish the passage at arms by clinch- 
ing, though they observed the rule fair- 
ly well against hitting while holding. 
They were both a little slow about 
breaking from the clinches and each 
blamed the other for not doing so quick- 
ly. 
Kirk and Genail are graduates of the 
amateur ranks in this city and began 
their professional careers about the 
same time and are equally conversant 
with the rules, clean-break and all. It 
is probable that each has a wholesome 
respect for the ability of the other and 
neither cared to take chances in standing 
off and boxing it out. Genail has a 
wicked punch that is apt to score a 
knock-out any time, while Kirk has a 
fast left jab that works with punish- 
ing effect when his opponent will stand 
away and refrain from clinching. 

Both Men Are Careful. 

In the first round both men were cau- 
tious, though they swung some hard 
blows that missed their mark. The sec- 
ond round was almost a repetition of the 
first. but in the three succeeding rounds 
some good boxing was done, barring the 
frequent clinches. Probably the hard- 
est hitting of the bout was done in the 
fourth round, when Genail landed some 
hard swings to the head and body, 
while Kirk cut loose some stinging up- 
percuts. 

The last three rounds were, in my 
opinion, very even, with first one having 
a slight advantage and then the other, 
but neither was at any time in seri- 
ous danger of being knocked out. 

Genail and Kirk weighed in at 12 
pounds at 3 o’clock, and this weight ap- 
peared to suit both. 

Schieberl Again Disappoints. 

The semi-windup between Clifford 
“Peanuts” Schieberl and Tom McAn- 
drews, eight rounds at 118 pounds, was 
somewhat of a disappointment, but it 
was mostly due to the awkwardness of 
McAndrews in his style of covering and 
persistent holding. In a majority of 
the rounds Schieberl was the aggressor, 
but McAndrews covered with his hands 
and arms, presenting only the back of 
his neck and head to hit at, and Schie- 
berl slapped away at this, but without 
much result. At times McAndrews stood 
up and boxed in fairly clever fashion, 
but he did little of this. 

McAndrews started off by doing much 
hitting when holding and when T stopped the 
bout for an instant in the second round to 
explain to McAndrews that this was a viola- 
tion of the rules there was much hissing by 
the spectators, who seemed to think he was 
being placed at a disadvantage. His offense 
consisted of wrapping one hand about the 
head or neck of Schieber! and then continuing 
to hit with the other. Under the rules, 
when a boxer holds with one or both hands 
he is prohibited from hitting again until after 
the breakaway. It is a penalty he brings 
on himself and is intended to discourage 
unnecessary clinching and degenerating the 
bout into a standing rough-and-tumbie fight. 

Schieber! demonstrated in his bout here 
with Jerry Dalton of Indianapolis that he 
is quite a clever boxer, but against his op- 
ponent’s style last night he was hardly able 
to show much, though he succeeded in out- 
pointing him and is entitled to the decision. 

Peppers Shows Imprevement.

ENABLED NELSO 
10 DEFEAT TERRY 


Ritchie’s Manager Tells of Stuff 
He Pulled as Front Man for 
Durable Dane. 


By Robert Edgren. 


A Special Correspondent of the Post- 
Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 19.—Billy 
now here as manager of Champion Wil- 
lie Ritchie, has had some experience in 
handling fighters and promoting cham- 
pionship encounters. He has been in 
the game a long while and ought to 
know what he is speaking about when 
he discusses affairs of the ring. His 
recollections are interesting. Says Billy: 

“The Nelson-McGovern fight over in 
Philadelphia in 1908 was the biggest 
fight ever held in this.country before or 
since. By that I mean-it drew more 
money than any fight ever held here or 
in any part of the country. The gate re-

ceipts figured something like $26,000. but 


that doesn’t begin to tell the story. The 
house was sold four or five times over 
that at least. The $26,000 was the total 
of the face value of the tickets counted, 
but comparatively few got seats for that 
fight at the box office rates. Why the 
late John W. Gates paid $1000 for 
seats, and I know another fellow who 
bought 1000 $ tickets and sold them for 
at least $15 apiece. 

Police Needed to Check Crowd. 

“The doors of the club were closed 
at 8 o’clock, and hundreds who came 
over on special trains from New York, 
after that, were barred. There were 50 
mounted police outside the doors from 
5 o’clock on, and 100 were on foot. They 
had the time of their lives keeping ‘he 
crowds in check. I remember it took 
me an hour to get from the Bingham 
House to the club with Nelson that 
night. 

“Yes,” went on Nolan, reflectively, 
“that was the biggest and best adver- 
tised fight in this vountry, and it was 
only six rounds. Why, the New York 
papers issued extras on it, just like 
they did in the Spanish-American war 
times. 

“I'll never forget that argument Joe 
Humphries and I had the day of the 
fight.

Real Secong Story Tactics. 

‘‘Humphries would jump at me with hot 
words and I’d bound right back at him. 
Looked like we were going to mix it up 
right there ourselves. I tell you Humphries 
was a great fellow to work with. 

‘‘We were in Harry Edwards’ parior over 
his saloon in North Juniper street, in Phila- 
delphia having this war of words. The 
saloon downstairs was jammed to suffocation 
and outside another crowd awaited the news 
of the conference. It had been rumored 
that the fight was off because I wouldn't 
stand for the rules or the demands of Hum- 
phries, but there never was a chance of 
calling that fight off at any time. No, 
sir-ee. 

“Only two newspaper men were admitted 
to the conference and this was agreed to 
only after a prolonged wrangie. I wanted 
to bar them all. A Philadelphia scribe and 
a New Yorker finally got in. They were to 
report to the other newspaper men after- 
ward. 

‘It seems now as if Humphries and I ar- 
gued for hours there, every once in a while 
heavy knocks on the door indicated the im- 
patience of the crowd below and the frozen- 
out newspaper men, while the two writers 
inside scribbled pads of news.

“Call money rates were again fairly 
easy, owing in part to the dullness of 
the stock market, and in part to the 
desire of banks, both.here and out of 
town, to employ most of their money 
in demand loans rather than in loans 
running for fixed periods. 

“There was, if anything, a broader 
demand for time money, and it was evi- 
dent that various borrowers who a 
month ago were not taking time money 
at all, were asking now for consider- 
able surns for periods varying from 4 
days to six months, 

“The banks here did not press any 
large sums for employment on time, 
but some Wall street institutions made 
advances for correspondents at out-of- 
town points.
